The Japanese regiment which met 
the’ Russians’ is the ‘advance guard of 
the main army and has been occupy- 
ing. Ping’ Yang, which is, midway be- 
tween Seoul and the Yalu, for some 
days. : 

The regiment was ordered to ad- 
vance Sunday morning and had pro- 
ceeded only a few miles north of 
Ping Yana when it encountered th 
Russian cavalry. 


RUSSIANE WERE ROUTED 
BY JAPANESE SHELLS 

The firing began at a range of 1,700 
yards and was very sharp for a time. 
The Cossacks seemed to be preparing 
to charge when the* Japanese com- 
mander ordered up‘a field gun, which 
quickly opened on the Russians. 
After a few shells, the Russians 
broke. and fled in some. disorder. 
Twenty Russians were killed and 
double that number wounded by the 
Japanese shells... The ‘Japanese suf- 
fered no casualties. 

ANOTHER LAND BATTLE % 
EXPECTED VERY SOON 

Tokio, Sunday, February 28.—The first 
shots of the war on land were exchanged 
today at Ping Yang. A small detachment 
of Russian infantry, evidently scouts, ap- 
peared this morning to the northward of 
the town. The Japanese outposts openéd 
fire from a range of 1,700 meters and 
the. Russians retired. » :

It is presumed there were none, on ac- 
count of the small number of men en-. 
gaged and the distance separating the op- 
posing armies. 

It ig reported here that there will be an 
engagement soon somewhere in northern 
Korea, where the Russians are scouting 
over amextended area, close to the Japa- 
nese positions, but a general engagement 
is not expected for some time. The Rus- 
sian force south of the Yalu river is in- 
considerable, its greatest strength seem- 
ing to be in the vicinity of Wiju. North 
of the Yalu the Russian army is constant- 
ly mereasing in numbers and is being 
mobilized, but the chances of it. assum- 
ing the offensive are slight. The Japan- 
ese are constantly strengthening their po- 
sition and increasing their force in ho- 
rea,

Architectural Changes Made 
Are Styled an Abomi- 
nation, 


Washington, February 29.—The archi- 
tectural changes maide in the white hvuse 
were the subject of a large share of to- 
day’s discussion in the senate, and they 
were generally criticised as falling far 
short of the improvements which should 
have been secured with the $500,000 ip- 
propriated: for the purpose. The discus- 
sion arose in connection with the con- 
sideration of the bill providing for the 
erection of a building for the joint use of 
the departments of state, justice ani com- 
merce and labor. That bill was the spe- 
clal @rder of the day and its considera- 
tion was not concluded.

Referring to the declaration of a re- 
publican platform for ‘freedom and 
equality,’’ Mr. Gilbert mentioned the re- 
tention of Minnie Cox as postmistress 
at Indianola, Miss.; and to the appoint- 
ment of Crum as collector at Charles- 
ton, S. C., and he made reference to the 
dining of Booker T. Washington at the 
white house, undertaking to describe the 
seating of the president’s family at the 
taDBle.

CARBLINA LOSES

Washington, February 29.—In the Tnit- 
ed States court of claims today, the 
chief pustice announced, in the case of 
the state of South Carolina against the 
United States, to recover various sums 
paid by the state of South Carolina 
as special taxes for the sale of liquors 
in the state at the various dispensaries 
by the officials in charge of these dis- 
pensaries, that the petition of the state 
of South Carolina was dismissed and that 


-the opinion would be handed down to- 


morrow. 

This is one of the most important cages 
that has come before Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue Yerkes for- deci¥ion 
since he has been in office. -The state 
of South Carolina made claim before him 
for the refund of these taxes upon the 
ground that the state dispensary law 
was constitutional, as decided by the 
supreme court of the United States, and 
that the collection of these taxes was 
in reality a tax levied upon state offi- 
cials and upon the exercise of a gov- 
ernmental function and power. 

The commissioner rejected the claim 
and suit was then brought in the court 
of claims and by itd decision Mr. Yerkes 
is ‘sustained.

President of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce Returns from 
Cuban Trip. | 

President R. F. Maddox, of the Atlanta 
chember of commerce, returned to tho 
city yesterday from Cuba, where he had

dent Maddox talked interestingly of the 
freight terminal sftuation in Atlanta, 
and expressed a willingness to join his

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A Uniform Date for Primaries. 

The meeting of the: state demo- 
cratic executive comimittee in Atlanta 
yesterday. resulted in fhe selection ony 
April 20 for the state democratic pri- 
mary election for the nomination of 
| state house and judiciary officials and 
the selection ‘of delegates to the state 
democratic convention to be held 


June 1. at whieh the nominations will 


be Yormially. placed upon the ticket and 
delegated chosen for me St. Leuis 
convention. _ a 

April 20 will- meet: the approval of 
the Georgia democracy for the’ party 
primary, inasmuch as the national 
convention is so near at hand. The 
weather by that time will be genial, 
insuring a large poll and full interest 
in candidacies and issues. 

We feel sure that the selection of 
the date for the state primary election 
will suggest to very many democrats 
throughout Georgia the propriety of a 
change in the present chaotic and con- 
fusing practice of calling the county 
primaries at any time, without refer- 
ence to the date of the state primary. 
For example, Fulton county has al- 
ready called its primary for April14, 


less than a week from the date of the | 


general primary. A few other coun- 
ties have done the same thing, and the 
regult is to needlessly multiply elec: 
tions at a time when the farmers are 
necessarily .busy with their spring 
work and can illy spare the time to at- 
tend so many-primaries. | , 


The needlessness and inconveni- 


|ences of such a practice must be ob- 


vious to every citizen, and The Con- 
stitution respectfully asks if itis not 
high time to discontinue it. The same 
election machinery that must receive 
and record the ballots at the state pri- 


| mary is equipped to conduct the coun- 


ty primary at the same time, and the 
economic aspect of the question is 
enough to commend it to popular fa- 
vor, asidefrom other palpable con- 
siderations commending it. The like- 
lihood of a full, fair -expression of 
democratic opinion is increased by the 
joint primary. system, and no good 
democrat could desire less than this. 

Most of the counties of the state 
recognize the force of this argument 
and call their primaries concurrently 
with the state primary. In this they 
are both democratic and wise— 
synonymous terms. The few coun- 
ties, Fulton among them, that have 
already selected other dates, will do 
well to change the date of this year’s 
primary to conform to the cal] of the 
state democratic executive committee, 
and to observe this rule in the future. 
We are satisfied that the consensus of 
opinion among ‘the voters in such 
counties is favorable to a change of 
the kind. 

If there is any hesitation on the 
part of county committees to act upon 
this sensible suggestion, a little agita- 
tion of the issue on the part of the 
people will speedily show them how 
public sentiment leans and result in 
the desired reform. 

Let the slogan be, “A uniform date 
for state and county primaries.” The 
people have no time for more than 
one primary election in the spring.

No Time for Yellowness. 

The fact thet there seems to be a 
systematic effort on he part of Rus- 
sia’s “yellow” press to stir: up feeling 
against the United States should not 
be taken as warrant for a counter 
movement of the same kind on: this 
side of the water. 

Certainly there should be no resort 
to misrepresentation on the part of the 
American press. It is inevitable that 
in a contest of the kind now attracting 
the attention of the world individuals 
will feel a preference for one or the. 
other of the combatants; but it must 
not be forgotten that the United States 
as a government is maintaifiing strict 
neutrality, for each of the nations _in- 
volved is a friend. . 

Appearances have perhaps given 
some warrant for the criticism of the 
Russian press. When, for instance 
the American Asiatic fleat was sent 
the Subig bay naval station in the 
Philippines—which for some reasons 
is permitted to still bear the un-Ameri- 
can name Olongapco—it was certainly 
most natural that the Russian should 
have got this name mixed up with 
some of the “po” places which cover 
the map of Korea. and that, in conse- 
quence, there should have been doubt 
of American intentions. ._We can 
hardly blame the Russian presss for 
that mistake; not one American in 
ten thousand knows where Olgngapo 
is, or that it is American territory. 

And again, the Russian press was 
deceived by the first reports concern- 
ing the attiude of the American ship 
Vicksburg at Chemulpo. Now that the 
facts have been made known, it is not 
too much to expect that the serious 
Russian newspapers will make amend. 

Now. comes a Yin Kow dispatch to 
American newspapers which is calcu- 
lated to create a wrong impression 
with regard to Russia, and to bring out 
criticisms. This states with consider- 
able detail that the Russian authori- 
ties “have sent from Harbin only the 
Americans, English and Japanese,” 
allowing other foreigners to remain. 

That sounds bad, but before we be- 
gin to launch our thunderbolts of 
criticism against Russia for this al- 
leged discrimination, it May be just 
as well to note the fact that in his 
elaborate report concerning Harbin 
just made public Mr. Miller, theAmeri- 
can consular officer who made a close

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Dr. Weir Mitchell’s Advice to School 
Teachers. 

Dr. Mitchell, of Philadelphia, who is 
versatile enough to be a poet, and a 
writer of fiction, as well as one of the 
most successful physicians in the 
country, made it convenient the other 
day to deliver an address to the teach- 
ers of the public schools in his city. 
It need not be said that the address 
was well worth hearing, for a man 
who has won distinction in sO many 
‘fields of intelfectual endeavor could 
not, if he tried, be dull, or stupid, or 
commonplace. oe 

He compared the _ profession of 
teaching to that of the physician and 
sketched the high cenceptions of duty 
that should prevail in both. For him- 
self, he had found tMat long years of 
labor bring not only experience and 
wisdom, which is its child, but an in- 
creasing tenderness of conscience, a 


and a feeling that to keep tryst with 
duty is the finest moral punctuality. It 
was with such feelings as these that 
he advised teachers to face their dally 
tasks, and he urged them to appreciate 
to the fullest extent the fact that the 
trust committed to them is vital to the 
future of the people. 

A teacher with this feeling of re- 
sponsibility would know that he could 
not properly train and instruct chil- 
dren without studying and taking into 
consideration their temperament and 
individuality. Dr. Mitchell suggested 
that he realized this was an easy thing 
to say and a very difficult thing to do 
when,it is recalled how, year after 
year, multitudes of children present 
themselves before the teacher for a 
season and then give place to multi- 
tudes of others.

pressed the opinion that it might be 
cultivated, meaning thereby that if the 
teacher is really interested in his work 
as a professign, he will find it com- 
paratively an easy matter to discover 
the peculiarities or temperamental 
idiosyncrasies of the pupil. He will 
then,perceive that it is not a class he 
is. teaching, but a number of boys and 
girls of entirely distinct personality, 
and he concelves’that only. this view 
can give to teaching the zest and per- 
petual interest that will prevent it 
from becoming drudgery. 

Dr. Mitchell pleaded strongly for the 
abolition of the examination, and in 
this he has the support of many siuc- 
cessful teachers and medical prac- 
titioners. He described examinations 

as “terrible tests,” and said they were 
the cause -of much nervousness and 
hysteria, bringing out defects and ma- 
turing. mischief; and he declared that 
there wouid be a distinct hygienic gain 
if examinations could be abolished. 

This is expert testimony, and it can- 
not be lightly ignored by those who 
have to do with the mental welfare of 
children. ope ;

simplicity that prevailed in the more 
primitive times and places.

*‘Headquarters United Confederate Vet- 
érans, New Orleans, La., January 28, 
1904.—To All Membere of United Con- 
federate Veterans’ Camps.—My Dear 
Comrades: The death of our almost 
idolized commander, so eminently fitted 
for the place by his splendid wer rec- 
ord, his oratory and his winning magnet- 
ism, has imposed a difficult task upon mé, 
his successor, In keeping up our erganiza- 
tion; doubly difficult without your con- 
tinuing to me the same tender feeling, 
love and esteem which you bestowed 
upon him in guch heaped-up measure, 
No living confederate can fill his place 
as he filled it. 

“In obedience to nature's laws, in the 
thirty-nine years since we laid down our 
atms, Our great generals and many of 
the rank and file who followed them, 
have crossed over the river, and the sur- 
vivors are but a remnant of the most 
valiant army that ever contended against 
mighty odds and untold resources... We 
@re so near the river ourselves that we 
can almost hear the roaring of the wa- 
ters. 

“Our commander has fallen, but the 
cause for which we toiled and the prin- 
ciples for which we fought still live—can 
never dte.

Petition of Anthony Murphey. ae 


Denied . by Judge a 


Lumpkin. : 


Judge Lumpkin, of the superior: court, 
rendered a decision yesterday morning In 
the injunction proceedings instituted last 
August by Anthony Murphy againet the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company 


in which he.denied the petition of Mr. - 


Murphy. 
This is one of the most interesting 
cases that has been up before the courts 
in some time, and the mere application 
for a temporary injunction has occupied 
the time of ‘the court for about six 
months. 

As it how stands the case is by ne 
means settled, according to Attorneys 
Hoke Smith and. H. C. Peeples and Lee 
M.° Jordan, counsel for Mr. Murphy, as 
i will now go before a jury for settle- 
ment. 

The case in question involves @ tract 
of land 20 feet wide and!nearly a mile 
long, extending south from Whitehall 
atreet along the line of the Central's 
road. 

Last August the railway company bde- 
gan to do a certain amount of grading 
Dreparatory to laying tracks from White- 
hall street to ‘it# freight terminal and 
s00n thereafter Anthony Murphy filed 
infunction proceedsings to stop. this 
work.

In his petition to” the court Mr. Mur- 
Dhy held that the land peing occupied

laged, was 60 feet wide, and that there- 
fore the railway company head no right 
to the use of the lana. 

The Central, on the Other hand, held 
that the land being used by the road 
was simply a part of its right of wey, 
which, if was alleged, extended 60 _feet 
gn each side of the tract.

Question--Is Applegate La- 
borer or a Professional 
gees 


Is, Samuel Applegate, bartender at the 
' Pledmont hotel, a professional man or a 
day laborer? This is the question that 


Justice Walter Ormond wwWl decide this 
morning when the case of Eulah G. For- 


aker v. Samuel Applegate comes up for 


settlement. ‘ 

The controversy comes in over the sét- 
tlement of a garnishment issued by Mrs. 
Foraker to collect a back board Dill. 
This garnishment was served’ on the 
Piedmont Hotel Company, Applegate's 
employers, and _ the 
turned over to ‘the keeping of Justice 
Ormond. But Applegate, through his 
lawyer, demands that the maney be paid 
back to him on the grounds that accord- 
Ing to the state statutes of Georgia he 
wag a*day’ laborer working: for wakes 
and was’ exempt from garnishment pro- 
ceedings. : 

When the case camo up for trial Apple- 
gate insisted that he wag a day laborer 
and had to fix up the bar every morn- 
ing. In this way he was a manual la- 
‘borer: Now the state statutes exempt 
from garnishment journeyMen mechanics 
and laborers and it is on these grounds 
that Applegate is trying to recover the 
money faid for the board bill now in 
the possession of Justice Ormond. 

‘When asked about the matter the jus- 
-tice said that he had reserved his dect- 
sion until tomorrow. “I have not quite 
decided in my mind,” he continued, “this 
matter. Now there is no doubt that 
there are certain kinds of bartenders who 
are unquestionably laborers. JI refer to 
this kind that must go down stairs and 
aap their own kegs, wash out their bars 
and do all that there is to be done in the 
place. I refer to the class of barfenders 
where every man is his own bung- 
starter. . 

“But the evidence offered in this gase 
shows that Mr. Applegate is rather more 
of a prescription clerk or a professional 
man and has two colored men with ‘him 
to dd the manual labor. Why, -he does 
not even shake his own mixed drinks. 
but having poured the necé@ssary ingre- 
dients into a large glass he turns it over 
to one of his helpers who shakes it up for 
further orders. It was also shown that 
Mr. Applegate served More than a drink 
aminute. You can see for yourself that 
this would not permit of much time for 
attending to the manual lav®r required 
back of a bar, although it reflects much 
credit on the proficiency of Mr. Apple- 
gate. ; 

“It seems to me that a bartender in @ 
place like the Piedmont comes nearer 
being a professional man than a iaborer. 
He must be mentally qualified to fill at 
a moment's notice such prescriptiong aa 
a Manhattan, Martini or sazerac cock: 
tail, a whisky sour, silver fizz, sherry 
flip, pousse cafe and hundreds of others. 
‘The mind’ of such a man its quite ton 
valuable, it seems, to be interrupted with 
manual labor required in shaking mixed 
drinks and so two helpers are supplied 
by his employers that he vy be able 
to devote all of his energies to the choice 
~and measure of the necessary ingre- 
dients. 


“Really. until the evidence was brought 


up in this case I never realized the re- 
sponsibilities and requirements of the 
ewell bartender. He must be at once a 
man of much versatility and great ac- 


curacy, for men devoted to special bev- |. 


erages are mighty particular and simply 
won't stand for anything that is not ab- 
solutely correct. 
“Another thing. when I think of some 
- of the clothes worn by some of the swell 


bartenders and the Oriental splendor of 
their ties or the brilliance of their scarf 


pins, it seems to me that the label of

Large, Interesting and Harmonious 
Meeting of State Executive Com- 
mittee Held at Piedmont Hotel. 
Desire for Saturday Primary 
Ceuses Discussion. 


Wednesday, April 20, the democrats of 
Georgia will be given an opportunity tc 
express. their preferences at the polls for 
State officers, judges and solicitors gen- 
eral, and on Wednesday, June |, the of- 
ficers so chosen as wel] as delegates to 
the national convention and electors for 
president and vice president of the United 
States will be named by the state deme= 
cratic convention which will assemble at 
noon on that day in the hall of the house 
of representatives at the capitol. 

The foregoing is the result, in brief, of 
the work of the state democratic execu- 
tive committee which met yesterday 
rorning, in the convention hall at the 
Piedmont hotel. - The meeting was one of 
interest and importance. Save on one 
minor point there was no contest before 
the committee -and a genera] spirit of 
harmony prevailed. 

In addition to fixing the date of the 
primary and the date of the convention, 
the committee adopted resolutions em- 
bodying rules for the government of the 
primary election. These rules become the 
doctrine of the democratic party in Geor- 
gia, and all candidates withip party 
ranks must conform to them. They are 
published in full exclusively by The Con- 
stitution this morning. 

The meeting of the state committee yes- 
terday is said- to have been the largest 
held in years. None of those present 
could recall a committee meeting where 
as, many of the committee Were in per- 
sonal attendance. There have bé@n full 
meetings of the committee by proxy, but 
yesterday there were only seven proxies, 
whilé thirty-four of the members were 
present in person. 

The only contest before the committee, 
reference to which has already been 
made, was on the question of putting 
the primary on Saturday. Some thought 
it would be better for the farmers, but 
it Was strenuously opposed on the ground 
largely that it would disfranchise many 
Jewish votes. “The resolution favoring 
Saturday was offere.j by Hon. N, A. Har- 
ris, of Cobb. 

After the committee had concluded its 
business, all the members attended a 
luncheon at the Capital City Club given 
by Hon. Clark Howell, national commit- 
teeman from Georgia, complimentary ‘to 
Hon. E, T. Brown, retiring chairman of 
the committee. The luncheon was given 
in the blue room of the club, upstairs, 


from | to 4 o’clock, and was elegant in 
every particular. Several interesting and 


apropos speeches were made and the oc- } 


casion was thoroughly enjoyed. There 
were present the forty-one members of 
the state committee, including those who 
attended by proxy, and Governor Terrell 
and Former Governor Candler.

The attendance on the committee meet- 
ing was considered an unusual one. The 
presence of thirty-four members in per- 
son is something that has not been known 
in years. Besides, there were many poll- 
ticlans here from all parts of the state.

“9 Resolved, That in case of a vacancy occurring in the office of judge 
or solicitor general in any of the circuits the chairman of the state com- 
mittee shall call for a nominating primary to fill said vacancy in-ample time 
before an election for said vacancy shall be had. 

“10. Resolved, "That the chairman of this committee send to each of the 
county executive.committees a copy of these resolutions and issue to them 
instruction that ample provision be made to secure a full registration of 
the party before the primary election and that the tax collector be notified 
to observe the law requiring the voters’ books to remain open during the hours 
required by law.”

COUNTY'S DATE 
MAY BE CHANGED 


Probable That Fulton’s Exec- 


utive Committee Will Re-_ 


consider Former Action. 


Tt is altogether probable that Fulton 
county's primary date will be changed 
tn coincide with that of the state pri- 
mary, which was fixed yesterday for 
Apmi 20, 

At the meeting of the executive coOm- 
mittes of this county, held recently, 
April 14 was selected as the time for 
voting for officials to be numinated by 
the suffragists of this county, and it was 
thought that that date would be the 
same as selected by the state exccutive 
committee. 

The action of the latter body yesterday, 
however, has put a different phase On 
the matter, and those who take an in- 
terest in such things now consider ‘¢ al- 
Mmost.a certainty that the two dates 
will be made the same by the county 
executive committee reccnsidering its ac- 
tion and naming April 20 as the date 
for the county primary. 

For many years it has been the custom 
to hold the. county and state primaries 
on the rame day. By this means a large 
sum of money is saved to the county and 
much inconveni2nce is spared the voters. 
One primary, it isdsaid, answers all pur- 
poses and is much to be preferred to 
two, as the latter method compels those 
go to the polls 
twice on practfeally the same question. 

Chairman Nym McCullough, of the 
county executive committee, will, it is 
thought, call a meeting of the committee 
at an early date for the purp6se of con- 
solidating the primixies. | 

Sheriff J. W. Nelms stated last night 
that he thought the dates should be 
consolidated for several reasons, among 
them being that one primary would he 
less trouble to the voters than two, and 
another being that the bar rooms would 
not be compelled to close twice. The 
latter, he said, would lose money by the 
‘doubie primary and they were entitied 
to that much protection. Dr. Nelms 
was emphatks cn the subject. and it Is 
his opinion that the executive committee 
shoutd be called together and the eounty 
date cHanged to April 20.

more, Atlanta’s Fire Chief Ex- 
presses Opinion That Day 
of Mocern Skyscrapérs 
Will Soon Pass. 


The .belief that the day of the modern 
skyscraper will soon pass is expressed by 
Chief W. R.- Joyner, of the Atlanta fire 
department, and he bases his belief not 
only upon ‘his knowledge of fire fighting, 
but upon observations during his recent 
visit to the scene of the Baltimore con- 
flagration. 

Chief and Mrs. Joyner returned to At- 
lanta Sunday from New York, after an 
absence of about one week, During his 
absence from the city Chief Joyner took 
occasion to visit the devastated: district 
of Baltimore, over which he was person- 
ally conducted by Fire Chief G. W. Hor- 


ton, of Baltimore. é; 


“It is my belief,’’ declared Chief Joyner 
yesterday, ‘‘that the modern skyscrapers 
must sooner or later be done away with, 
and I believe that thé day is not far dis- 
tant when they will be things of the/ 
past. 

“It would not surprise: me in the least 
to hear. that cities in all parts of the

S that it is practically impossible 

Tight fire in the upper stories. When 
One of the tall ‘buildings ig on fire, the 
only. thing that the fireman can. do is 
to wait until the fire burns-down to a 
point he can reach with his water pres- 
sure. Usually before the fire burns that 
low the building has either fallen down 
Or is 80 bent and twisted by the expansion 
of the steel that it must be condemned 
by the building inspector. 

“The only possible. way to save the 
tall building& is to use a water tower, 
and as these cost about $6.000. many of 
the cities have not purchased them, The 
only thing that saved Rochester several 
days ago was a water tower that was 
sent to the burning city.from Buffalo. 

“Think for a moment of the latest and 
largest of the tal} buildings in Atlanta— 
I méan the Fourth national bank build- 


| ing, now being erected on the corner of 


Peachtree and Marietta streets. is’ 
surrounded bv buildings. that are ad- 
mittedly not fireproof. If the adjoining 
buildings to the new.- tall building catch 
On fire the flames will simply sweep up 
the side of the big atructure and destroy 
it. The same thing is true of the Em- 
pire, the Century and the other tall steel 
buildings of Atlarta. 

“Every one knows that thec<e tall build- 
Ings create currents -@f air even on the 
street. In case of fire this is Increased 
tenfold and a hurricane blows around 
the big buildings. This wind fs so op- 
jectionable around the Flatiron building 
in New York that there is serious talk of 
tearing it down because it js ruining 
the property in that section of New York. 

“The tall steel buildings that stood in 
the path of the Baltimore fire acted ex- 
actly as I have indicated. Kvery desk, 
chair, table and all other wood in these 
buildings were burned.. Only the shelts 
remain and it is possible to look right 
through the buildings from one side to 
the other. They have all been con- 
demned and will be sold for scrap. 

“T never saw a fire do such damage as 
the Baltimore conflagration did. The en- 
tire district has not a stick of wood in it. 
In some cases merchants have tried to 
locate the sites of their stores and have 
been unable to fing them. 

“IT do not wish to place myself in the 
attitude of fighting the high buildings. 
because they are a credit to Atlanta and 
their owners, but I think there ought to 
be a limit to their heighth. -In addition 
the tall buildings desttov the appearance 
of the city. The handsomest busineee 
block in Atlanta today is the block on 
Pryor street om Edgewood avenue to 
Auburn ‘venue, and the reason js that 
the buildings are all five or six stories 
in heighth and are uniform in appear- 
ance. [ wish e¢very business block in 
Atlanta was just like that one.”
